The other members of the parry be- 
sides the President, were Mrs. Roose- 
velt, Miss Ethel Roosevelt. Postmas- 
ter General Meyer and Captain Fitz- 
huffh Lee, one of the President's mili- 
tary aides. 
Tho clothing ot the en- 


tire party were drenched. 
The trip 


In icany respects was a "rough rid- 
ing" one. 


Tho President has explored 
on 


horseback much or the country about 
Washington lying north of the Poto- 
mac rivor. 
He has also made occa- 


sional visits across the river west o£ 
Washington, in the vicinity of Chain 


-,-»«!j!cl£e, 'ne Aqueduct bridge, and vari- 


ous other places. 
Ho was anxious. 


however, to make the longer trip to 
Mount Vernon, and soveial dayy ago 
planned the excursion. The distance 
Jrom Washington to Mount Vernon is 
16 miles.
